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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the Birckigt reference 
fails to disclose controlling ozone concentration in an exhaust gas stream as a function of an exhaust gas temperature. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees, since Birckigt discloses controlling power for generation of plasma that reduces the particles concentration in the 
exhaust gas as a function of an exhaust gas temperature (see col. 4, lines 50-67); however, fails to specifically disclose that the plasma 
discharge is ozone. Caren reference teaches that ozone is utilized to reduce harmful emissions in the exhaust gas (see col. 11, lines 46- 
61), and Caren teaches that the plasma in their device contains ozone; therefore, it would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill 
in the art to have utilized the teaching of Caren into the Birckigt system to control ozone concentration as a function of exhaust gas 
temperature.
